F ederal Mem ers 
Claim 1984 Budget 
Not Encouraging

(Special To The Star) 

The debate on the budget was du- 
ly launched by Hon. J. L. Ralston in 
a two and one-half hour speech, dur- 
ing which he could find nothing en- 
couraging in the outlook, except the 
approach of an election which will 
change the government! As a matter 
of fact he thought the budget could 
not be called a budget at all, judg- 
ing, by the standards enunciated by 
the Prime Minister, when he was 
criticizing the Lib@ral budget of 1930. 
There was no estifhate in this budget 
of the amounts mecessary for vari- 
ous purposes such as relief and C.N. 
R.. deficits, and no mention of the 
proposed program of public works 
for unemployment nor of the money 
which may be necessary in connection 
with wheat operations. The Minister 
of Finance had contented himself 
with predicting a probable surplus of 
$8,000,000 in the current year’s. or- 
dinary income and expenditures, but 
as his prediction last year of a $2,- 
000,000 surplus had turned out to be 
a $24,000,000 deficit the Liberal critic 
did not consider the prediction justi- 
fied much optimism for the immedi- 
ate future. Ags for the budget pro- 
posals, Col. Ralston mentioned such 
articles as “peanut oil, beads, harps, 
and cricket balls,’’ to show the frivo- 
lous nature of the tariff changes, 
while the reduction in the sugar tax 
from two to one cent a polund could 


/be regarded as an election gesture. 


As for the new tax on gold this can 
only be condemned as discrimination 
against a particular industry and sec- 
tions of Canada, and especially as a 
blow to the industry which, more 


‘than any other, has been a valuable 


factor in sustaining Cdnada through 


| the depression.

Edgerton Teacher 
Loses Court Case 


Action For Wrongful Dismissal De- 
cided Against Plaintiff With 
Costs 


Of wide interest to school trustees 
and members of the teaching pro- 
fession judgment was handed down 
by Judge Dubuc on Wednesday in a 
case against the Edgerton Schoo! 
District, brought by Michael D. 
Meade, former principal of the Ed- 
gerton school, who asked $500 qam- 
ages for wrongful dismissal. The 
action was decided in favor of the 
school district. 

When the case was heard at Wain- 
wright on April 17 it was brought 
out that Meade had a contract for 
an indefinite term with the Edgerton 
School District.

PERMITS REDUCED 

Reduction in permits for druggists, 
physicians, veterinarians-and dentists 
from $2 to $1 also take effect May 
1. For hospitals, sanatoriums and 
similar private institutions, the per- 
mits cost 50 cents, instead of $1 
as previously. 

The new regulations brought into 
effect by publication in the Alberta 
Gazette on April 30, provide that the 
limit for each individual taking bot- 
tled beer off hotel premises shall be 
12 quarts or 24 pints in any one day. 

No permit is required by those pur- 
chasing bottled beer in this way, but 
this is covered by the necessity of 
signing a special form upon making 
the purchage. These forms are to be 
sent to the liquor board each month 
by the licensee. 

TAKE BEER HOME 

As it is against. the law to drink 
liquor in a public place, purchasers 
of bottled beer must take the beer 
to their homes to be consumed. 

Only those who make application 
to the liquor board are being au- 
thorized to sell bottled beer off the 
premises.

REPORT SHOWS GREAT ACTIVITY AMONG OPERATIONS IN 


WAINWRIGHT 


ADJUNCT 


The annual report from the De. 
partment of the Interior at Ottawa 
just published by the Minister, Hon. 
T. G. Murphy, covering the National 
parks of Canada, contains the fol- 
lowing information regarding the Na- 
tional Buffalo park at Wainwright. 
Altogether it forms very interesting 
reading, and should prove another 
argument that the park is certainly 
of sufficiént importance to tourists 
as well as the general public to war. 
rant better facilities for reaching its 
confines from all parts of Canada. 


The idea of great fenced areas for 
the perpetuation of North American 
buffalo, likewise of moose, elk and 
deer, species indigenous to that im- 
mensa region extending westward 
roughly from’ lake Winnipeg to the 
eastern slopes of the Rocky moun- 
tains in Alberta, which. was translat- 
ed into fact in 1906 at Elk Island 
National Park, found renewed ex- 
pression in 1907 with the creation of 
Buffalc National Park. The venture 
as a scientific experiment for the 
propagation of ‘game animals in a 
state of semi-captivity, has been em- 
inently successful, while from an ec- 
onomic standpoint returns have fully 
justified the initial outlay. 

On March 31, 1933, close of the 
fiscal year 1932-33, a census gave the 
number of animals in the park as| 
follows: buffalo, 6,163; elk, 1,057;

moose, 95; mule deer, 2,500; antelope, 


quirements of this park unit is not 
uncommon. In 1932 approximately 
440 acres were seeded down to oats, 
of which 40 acres were cut as green 
feed. The crop from the remainder 
amounted to 17,095 bushels of oats 
After all park requirements were 
satisfied there was a surplus. of a- 
bout 12,000 bushels available for 
shipment to other parks. The crop 
also yielded 330 tons of oat straw 
which was utilized as auxiliary feed 
for the animals.

UNIQUE IN CANADA 


Twice every twenty-four hours there 
is witnessed in Saint John, N.B., 
one of the earth’s most curious 
phenomena. It is the famous re. 
versing falls, which is the subject of 
quaint Indian tradition and has been 
described by explorers and writers 
since the days of Champlain. 

On the outskirts of Saint John the 
John river narrows to a width 
of 350 feet and runs between lime- 
stone banks 100 feet high before it 
empties into the harbor. Down this 
channel at low tide pours a huge 
volume of water, running swiftly 
over the rocky ledges which form 
the river bed. 

The tide in Saint John harbour 
rises between 20 and 30 feet, and in 
its ascent it meets and conquers the 
flow of the river with the result that 
the current is reversed, and salt 
water of the Atlantic pours up the 
falls until it in turn is overcome by 
t} the downward current.

SALT FOR HOGS 


_ 


During the past month a number 
of articles have appeared in news. 
papers and farm journals from. Van- 
couver to Halifax on the feeding of 
salt to hogs: Since some of these 
articles are likely to leave false im. 
préssions a statement of the facts 
as: shown by experiments conducted 
at the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Lacombe, should prove quite 
timely for the hog-conscious reafler. 

Of all the classes of live stock, 
swine suffer from lack of minerals 
in the ration, as their growth is very 
rapid and they are so often reared 
in close confinement, without pas- 
ture of any kind. The cereal feeds 
do not supply all the elements ne- 
cessary for proper development of 
bone: and muscle, and frame-work on 
mineral feeds are essential for the 
development) of this frame-work. 


The mineral-starved pig usually 
shows his need by excessive rooting, 
in search for the minerals which his 
system requires. This appétite may 
be satisfied by supplying the mineral 
mixture given in a previous News 
Letter, and at the same time mixing 
in the meal ration one of the com- 
monest and cheapest, but neverthe- 
less one of the most important of 
minerals—SALT. 


In tests conducted it the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Lacombe, the 
feeding of two and one-half pounds 
of meal fed to ‘pigs on dry lot, self 
fed a grain ration of oats and bar- 
ley, resulted in a 36 per cent increase 
in daily gains and a 22 per cent de. 
crease in cost of gains. These re- 
sults show that salt not only serves 
as a spice to whet the appetite but 
adds to the palatability of the feeds 
used, as reflected in the comparative 
amounts consumed by the salt-fed 
lot and the check lot. and also im- 
proves the digestibility of the ra- 
tion, enabling the pigs to make bet- 
ter use of the feed. 

It must be remem‘vered, however, 
that the salt-fed pigs were compared 
with .a check lot receiving only a

ROCK GARDENS 

Gardening changes... Not so many 
years ago a steep bank at the end 
of the lawn was regarded as a dis- 
tinct liability. Grass and ordinary 
flowers would not survive spring 
downpours. About the only solution 
was large trees and in‘front of these 
a screen of shrubbery or vines to 
hide the raw earth. Now-a-days 
however, such a bank is actually 
wanted by the person who desires 
to create a rock garden and often 
where no bank exists one is raised 
by artificial and expensive means. 
This sort of garden is not to be con- 
fused with the old stiff and rather 
unsightly rockery. In the kind ad- 
vacated here, boulders are set into 
the side of the hill, embedded so deep 
that the frost will not seriously dis- 
turb them, and also in such a way 
that the soil between will lead back 
into the main bank. Between the 
rocks a miniature Rocky Mountain 
range is created with gulleys, alpine 
meadows, crags and steep canyons. 
Seed catalogues usually list alpine 
rock garden plants separately. It is 
most important to secure seeds and 
plants suitable to Canadian condi- 
tions and it is also idvisable to get 
special literature on the subject, or 
| visit a neighboring rock garden, be- 
fore attempting too elaborate a lay- 
out. 


FRUITS 
A summer apple like Yellow 
Transparent, Aastrachan or Melba 


should be chosen for dessert 
poses, or Duchess for cooking; for 
fall, Wealthy; for early winter the 
McIntosh or Delicious; and for late 
winter, the Northern Spy. In the 
Prairie Provinces or Northern Que- 
bec and Ontario, there are some new 
hardy types as well as good crab- 
apples available. Among the sweet 
cherries, Windsor, Bing and Tartar- 
ian are recommended, while Mont- 
gomery and Early Richmond are 
standards of the other type. Clapp’s 
Favorite 
coming very early, while Bartlett is 
a good later sort. Plums are grown 
almost anywhere in Canada, as well 
as currants, raspberries, strawber- 
ries, blackcaps, thimble berries lo- 
ganberries and gooseberries. Grapes 
are fairly hardy, and among the best 
are the Lindley.

plain’ grain ration with no supple- 
ment whatever. Had hoth lots been 
supplied with buttermilk or some 
other protein supplement the con. 
trast probably would not be so 
striking, as the supplement would 
help to balance the straight grain 
ration; but even allowing for this 
the results are so positive that there 
can be no doubt that the feeding of 
salt in the proper proportion is ex- 
tremely beneficial. 

At the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lacombe, salt is fed in all 
meal rations to young pigs from 
weaning to finish, to brood sows and 
to stock boars at the rate of two 
and one-half pounds of salt thor- 
vugniy mixed in every 100 pounds of 
dry meal. The dry méal wth the 
salt incorporated is put in the trough 
and the water or buttermilk poured 
over it. If this method of feeding 
is carefully followed, troughs kept! 
reasonably clean there is no danger 
of the salt forming a concentrated 
brine solution, which would be 
poisonous to the pigs. 


PHYSICAL JERKS EDUCATION

Say to them that are of a 
fearful heart, Be strong, fear 
not: behold, your God will come. 

Then the eyes of the blind shall 
be opened, and the ears of the 
deaf shall be unstopped. 

Then shall the lame nian leap as 

an hart, and the tongue of the 

dumb sing: for in the wilderness 
shall waters break out, and 
streams in the desert. 

And the parched ground shall 
become a pool, and the thiraty 
land ‘spring of water...

Suppose one 
morning we found a ¢heque waiting 
us at the post-office, what would be 
the immediate result?’ 

A very large portian of us would 
go out shopping at the first oppor. 
tunity, and buy something we: had 
long desired but could not afford. The 
storekeepers would immediately place 
further orders with manufacturers 
to replenish their stocks. And they 
would sure have to! For supposing 
400 people in Wainwright spent $100 
apiece in a week—that’s roughly a 
half of our adult population— 
$40,000. would deplete the stocks of 
a good many of our merchants to a 
conside: able. degree jn many lines of 
goods. ' 

And if 2,000 people in the trading 
district centered by Wainwright 
should do the same thing, $200,000 
would find its way into the channels 
ef Wainwright trade in one week. 

If this was general rll over Canada, 
the manufacturers would have to 
speed up their factories, engage more 
men, and place big orders for raw 
materials The extra purchasing 
power distributed through wages 
would again be Circulated thcougb 
the channels of trade; and so the 
process would go repeating itself. It 
would also be given an added boost 
each year by the national dividend. 
Thus the whole mechanism of trade, 
previously stagnant, would be mer- 
rily set in motion. 

But, we hear our readers say, that 
is “inflation.” Yes, we cannot multi- 
ply our money indefinitely, for if 
we do we make it so plentiful that 
it would be robbed of its value. But 
there -% an intermediate course. 
Water is an excellent thing in the 
right quantity. Too little leaves us 
parched; too much drowns us. Sen- 
sible men regulate their water sup- 
ply to thefr needs, using their reason. 
So with money. It is as foolish to 
stint the supply until industry is 
ruined and the population starved 
and demoralized, as it is to supply 
so much that it loses its puxgchasing 
power and ‘ceases to be of any val- 
ue. 

Apparently Major Douglas has the 
problem solved to the satisfaction of 
leading world economists, and it is 
only man’s timidity and his inher- 
ent conservatism that prevents a 
more favorable attitude being taken 
by the masses in general.

THE CASE FOR 
STATE MEDINCINE 

Writing in the current issue of 
“Health”, published under the aus- 
pices of the Canadian Social Hygiene 
Council, a renowned medical man 
says: “There is at present a wide- 
spread dissatisfaction in the profes- 
sion and in the laity with the pre- 
sent method of medical practice.” 
The reasons why the laity is dissatis- 
fied are briefly (1) that the cost of 
accurate diagnosis and _ treatment 
through the use of laboratory pro- 
cedures, x-rays, etc., has become un- 
bearable. It is claimed that the rich 
person and the pauper are adequately 
served but the independent poor and 
middle class are denied these aids 
or obtain them through great sacri- 
fice.

J. “Well, in 1928 I remember then 
there was quite a building boom go- 


ing on, especially in office buildings 
and plant equipment and: things like 
that.” 

W. “Yes, ‘things like that!’— 
things that do not come: on the. con. 
mamer’s market at all. Of course he 
has to pay for them in the price he 
peys fer his consumable goods but at 
the time of all this construction work 
there is all this new money being 
paid to workmen, and it is not creat- 
img any maore consumer’s goods at 
the moment. As long as we keep on 
distributing money for making what 
we call “capital equipment” that is 
effice buildings, roads, bridges, new 


‘factories, etc, we are supplying to 


wome extent the deficiency in pur- 
chasing power which is the normal 
concomitant of our present system.” 

J. “But money distributed im this 
way stands as a debt against the 
community and it has to be paid some 
time.” 

W. “Brave! You're beginning to 
gee it! Of course it’s debt, and it is 
unrepayabke debt, that keeps us bound 
hand and foot to the financial sys- 
tem.’ 

J. ‘Well, it’s a mess alright. How 
are we going to get out of it? How 
are you going to make up this creep- 


chasing power.” 

J. “But that will mean inflation!” 

W. “It would, if prices were al- 
lowed to rise.” 

J. “Well, do you propose to fix 
prices? If you do, you’ve got a real 
job on your hands.” 

W, “No, there is no need to ‘fix’ 
prices. One of the Douglas features 
is a price control which would pre- 
vent inflation. The other feature of 
the plan is a National Dividend to ev- 
ery person in the country, irrespec- 
tive of age, sex, or employment. 

J. “I thought you were going to 
say ‘age, sex, or religion.’ But what 
do you, mean, irresvective of em-

W. “Just what I said. The Na- 
tional Dividend would be paid to ev-| 
ery citizen in the country, regard-! 
less of whether he was working or,

J. *But that’s not unemployment

W. “Who said it was? I said it 
was National ‘dividend’ and you 
don’t work for dividends, do your 
A shareholder who receives dividends | 
is getting a return, not for working 
but for investing, or for holding 
some share in a commercial under- 
taking. But I would prefer to leave 
this half of the plan until we have 
discussed the other part which, in 
Social Credit terminology is known 
as the Just Price. And before we,

(Cold 
water test, very brittle.) 

Remove from fire, add butter and 
salt and stir only enough to mix well. 
Add bran and turn at once on a 
greased slab or on a greased inverted 
pan or baking sheet.

After about a half 
minute take hold of the edges of the 
candy and, lifting slightly from the 
slab, pull it as thin as possible. Break 
into irregular pieces.
